Under tho banking laws a national 
bank can loan to one individual, or 
concern, not more than ten por cent, of 
its capital.

Gage's lank is §3.000,000. and it 
therefore could only legally loan this 
lumber jcorapnny 
$300,000. 
Much 


curiosity was therefore felt as to how 
Mr. G:»ge would explain this extra- 
ordinary loan.

year thereafter to save tho proposed 
uui, of about six or eight hundred dol- 
lars in the mayor's salary, and collect a 
few hundred dollars in fines that the 
present officials could collect as well as 
not, wo fail to soo it. 


Of course, they say the mayor's 


salary is to be $200 and the salaries of 
the now oflicials are to be merely nomi- 
nal, but we nil know what tho pittance 
named for the new officials means.

•write the English language and some 
other language, but a person not able 
io read and write who is over 50 years 
of age and is the parent or grandpar- 
ent of a qualified immigrant over 21 
years of age and capable of supporting 
euch parent or grandparent may ac- 
company such immigrant, or such a 
parent or grandparent may be sent for 
and come to join the family of a child 
or grandchild over 21 years of age sim- 
ilarly qualified and capable, and a wife 
or minor child not so able to read and 
•write may accompany or be sent for 
and come to join tho husband or par- 
ent similarly qualified and capable. 


For the purpose of testing the immi- 


grant's literacy he is compelled to read 
and write from 20 to 25 words of the 
United States constitution. 


••• Aside from these extensions of the 
present law the bill inaugurates a new 
cystem of restricting immigration from 
border countries, and desiged to apply 
principally to immigration from Can- 
ada.
